POSTMASTER 
ALEXANDER 
IN 


OFFICE ONE YEAR. 


One year ago today T. H. Alexander 
.was sworn nto office as postmaster of 
Albany, and es a fitting celebration of 
the annh e n try he announces that the 
postal service ia to be improved by the 
establishment of Station No. 2 at 
Thompson’s Drug Store. This is done 
for the further convenience of the pa­ 
trons of the office who mgy wish to 
purchase stamps, baby bonds or other 
government wares on Sunday or in 
the evenings after the various post 
office windows are closed. 
This is not the only improvement 
that Mr* Alexander has made in the 
service during his year’s tenure of 
office. 
One of the most substantial 
things which he has achieved is in 
having the office hours extended, so 
that the working of the mail, begins 
at 4 a. m. instead of 5 a. m. as former­ 
ly and closes at 11 p. m. instead of 
9:30 p. m. 
While the Decatur post 
office remains open all night, this is 
due to the fact that train mails are 
"worked from there, the clerk in charge 
at night being in reality in the railway 
mail service. For only five hours of

sterilized. This is unsatisfactory, not 
only because It results In insufficient 
sterilization, but also because it gives 
a product of Inferior quality. 
By the hot-water bath method, some­ 
times spoken of as the cold pack pro 
cess, the fruits or 
vegetables *"&re 
packed In the steAized jars while 
cold. This method has much to recom­ 
mend it. 
Because the sterilization of 
both the vegetables and the contain­ 
er is made more complete; the great­ 
er part of the work can be done in the 
cool. 
Since certain vegetables are attack­ 
ed by spore-bearing bacteria, a longer 
period of sterilization at boiling tem­ 
perature is required for them than fdr 
fruits. 
The spores of some bacteria 
are known to resist even five hours 
boiling. 
Since one cooking gives a 
chance for failure, the practice of in­ 
termittent or fractional processing is 
applied when a hot water canner is 
used. 
This consists of applying boil­ 
ing temperature to vegetables already 
packed In containers for a certain pe­ 
riod of time on each of three succes­ 
sive days, sealing the jar immediately 
after each botHng. 
The intermittent 
proc< .4 or the steam pressure canner 
is the only safe method of canning 
Vegetables in the South. 
The steam pressure canner is con­ 
st met ed Put of strong material and 
provided with a tightly fitting lid which,
